Victoria on tho 
• of sailors and 
told of twenty-two white 
fishing up the coast, Sand 
cached early in .lime, with 
board. Behring's Sea was 
entered on the 3rd of July- in very line 
weather,' and here the schooner re- 
mained unmolested until the 23rd of 
August, when, having completed her 
cargo of skins, she sailed for home. Tlie 
U. S. Revenue cutter was not sighted 
during the cruise, although her smoke 
was seen one day during July. In 
Behring's Sea L'.ISO skins were taken, 
which added lo the coast catch made 
the total number brought home by the 
Viva the handsome tigtire of 3,05*2. 

A very quick run was made from 
Behring Sea home, Cane Beale being 
reached by the Viva, iii company with 
the Penelope, in about nine days. Noth- 
ing was seen of the Theresa on the do 
trip. There was no wreck, or sign of 
wreck, to be seen at or near Capo Beale. 
Capt. Alex. McLean, of the Mary Kllen, 
who was spoken on August 8th, reported 
seeing a schooner, which he took to be 
the Theresa, sailing toward Ounaloska. 
It was a very tine day, and the Mary 
Ellen's bouts were all out. Capt. Mc- 
Lean thought that the actions of t lie 
schooner looked suspicious, ami called 
all his boats in and got ready to sail if 
necessary. 

The hrst three boats spoken by the 
Viva during the trip -the Penelope, 
Pathfinder and Annie C. Moore — are 
now in port. The Bessie Rutter, an 
American boat, was spoken on July 
29th, with 200 skins ; the Maggie Mac 
on the 30th of July had 800 and the 
Mary Kllen 1,600 ou August 8th. 

When the Pathfinder was met with 
on the 19th of July she had 4-1'J skins. 
The Viva then had 420. The Path- 
finder was overhauled by the revenue 
cutter and dispossessed of her catch, 
and was compelled to sail home empty 
handed. Some idea of what her cateli 
might have been can lie arrived at by 
comparison with the catch of the Viva. 

With a good boat and a good crew, 
with pleasant weather most of the time, 
Capt. linker says that the trip was al- 
together a satisfactory one. His catch 
of sealskins is the largest yet brought ill 
t his season. 

As deck passengers, a handsome pair 
of fur seals, one male and one female, 
were brought down. The one was in- 
jured slightly by a shot, and the other 
stunned by the concussion. Both were 
captured with the gaff net. On the trip 
down the seals were frequently allowed 
lo go in the water, being secured with a 
little harness that prevented their es- 
cape. They are to lie kept on board 
until Mr. Munsio decides what he will 
do with them. In all probability they 
will go to the Park Museum. 

THK ADKLK. 

About the same time that the Viva 
entered the harbor, the Adele alsosailed 
in under lull sail and dropped anchor 
opposite ('apt. Warren's wharf. The 
Adele is owned by Messrs. Rem! & Co., 
of Yokohama, Japan, and sailed from 
Victoria for the sealing grounds in .Jan- 
uary of this year. She was commanded 
by Capt. Hansen and carried a crew of 
Japanese, with six boats and as many 
Indian hunters. Her catch consisted of 
1000 seal skins and a few sea otters. 
THE PENELOPE. 

Capt. Folgcr, who claims to have in 
the Penelope the best equipped and 
handsomest boat in the scaling Ileet, 
came in only a few minutes behind the 
Viva, in whose company he sailed in 
from Cape Beale. Everything about 
the schooner glistened in man-of-war 
fashion, and many were the admiring 
comments made by those oil the whtirl 
as the schooner's lines were made fast. 

" Why, we thought you were seized 
md towed into Ouimluska," was the 
irst remark addressed to t lie Captain 
■y those on the wharf. 

" Not this time," he called back with 
a very well-satisfied laugh. 

The Penelope had not even booh 
boarded, much less taken to OunalosUu, 
as had been reported. In fact, the trip 
was ns uneventful as it could very well 
be. It was a profitable one, however. 
After Ashing up the coast and securing 
HM) skins, tho Penelope, which sailed 
from port on May 8th, entered Bull- 
ring's Sea on tho "glorious Fourth of 
July." .No revenue cutter made its ap- 
peal auee, and after taking 1,800 more 
skins in Behring's Sea, the schooner 
made sail for homo on August 'Jlth. On 

the 17th inst. the schooner Lily L. , of 
San Francisco, Captain Miner, was 
fallen ill with, having 1,300 skins on 

board, The Lily L. had been out since 
March. In July the Minnie, Contain 
J icobsen's schooner, was spoken. These 
were the only two seen. 

Cant, Minor and a number of his fel- 
low American captains spoke in very 
warm praise of the conduct of the Hush's 
oHicoi'S. It was said that none of them 
but the captain could see far enough to 
ill loot a scaling schooner if it was under 
the cutter's bows. They hated tho work 
they were engaged in, and mailu no pre- 
tense of concealing it. When Limit. 
Tllttle and his party went oil board the 
two American schooners searched and 
ordered out of the sea, they passed cure 
lessly over tlie green skins and pounced 
upon a few that lllld lioell can dully salt- 
id for some time. These they carried 
back to tlie captain, who decided not lo 
sei/.c. He ordered the schooners out oi

The Sealer Mly Arrives but Without Sklus 
—News From the Kate. 

A little before !) o'clock last evening 
the tug Pilot arrived from Neah Bay, 
having in tow Messrs. Gutmun >t Frank's 
schooner Lily, ('apt. Riley. 

The Lily had been reported taken by 
the United States oiiliei several weeks 
ago, and she has b mi uixioiisly looked 
for ever since th. ie«s of her capture 
was brought to \ .ctoriu. 

Her luck was fully as had as had been 
reported. Having made a very small 
coast catch on the run north, Sand 
Point was left behind on July Kith. 
The schooner had hardly got to work in 
Behring's Sea when a season of bad seal- 
ing weather commenced, and in conse- 
quence only a very small number of 
skins were secured. 

I In t lie Otb of August the U. S. reve- 
nue cutter hove in sight. The Lily tried 
to show her heels, but, the wind failing, 
the revenue steamer soon came along- 
side. 

A lieutenant, sub lieutenant and ser- 
ge.int-aturnia at once boarded the 
schooner, uiul after obtaining the cup- 
tain's papers, proceeded to search the 
boat for skins. 

The coast catch and a few that 1 ml 
-in taken on first entering Behring's 
Se i were not discovered, but the greater 
part of the catch, 333 skins, was confis- 
cated and taken aboard the cutter. The 
skins saved from capture numbered six- 
ty-four. 

Having informed Capt. Riley that his 
vessel was seized, the lieutenant in- 
sti uctcd him to at once proceed to 
Sitka and there deliver the boat to the 
U.S. customs authorities. The cutter 
then steamed away. 

The day after the seizure, the canoes 
were sent out, but met with very poor 
Success. After trying several times to 
in Tease the number of his catch, the 
captain decided to sail homo with the 
few he had, 7-1 in all. 

The Victoria schooner Kate was fal- 
len in with on the way down, also home- 
ward bound. She reported having been 
sp iken by the cutter and ordered to 
lie.ive to. She did so, hut the wind was 
lib nving so hard that the cutter could 
nol lower a boat, so she contented hor- 
se" by informing the Kate that unless 
Shu at once left Behring's yea she would 
be seized.

It has, in 
effect, taken for its text, "Tories and 
Grits are born, not made," and litis 
treated its readers to tin essay tho ob- 
ject of which is to prove that thoy can 
no more combine than can oil and 
water. This is ull very well, and is, no 
doubt, to a certain extent true, but it is 
rather difficult to see what hearing it 
h is upon politics in this province at the 
present time. Then, again, there are 
vory few people born Tories pure and 
simple, and fewer still come into this 
world unmitigated Radicals. Most of 
is have both elements in our intellectual 
make-up pretty evenly balanced. 
Nearly every one is conservative on 
some points and tit some period of his 
life, ami there is no one but likes now 
and then to see some things changed. 
Then there tire a great many people 
who tire Liberals or Conservatives by 
accident. Some of the most inveterate 
Grits that it has ever been our luck to 
meet were naturally Tories of the strict- 
est sect, and we have met men 
who prided themselves on being 
hereditary Conservatives, so to speak, 
who, if they hail been brought up un- 
der other influences, would have been 
out-and-out radicals. There are cir- 
cumstances, too, which bring out the 
Conservative element in a man's nature, 
and it is not hard to imagine situations 
in which a man must become a tallica! 
and even a revolutionist in spite of de- 
cided conservative tendencies. 

Sir John Macdonuld is generally con- 
sidered a Conservative of the Conserva- 
tives, but his Confederation policy and 
his railway policy have been the very 
reverse of conservative. It has been 
the fate of this Conservative statesman 
to take the leading part in two move- 
ments which were almost revolutionary 
in their character ami results. Con 
federation was a new tiling in Canada. 
The born Tories, whether they were 
called Conservatives or Grits, were all 
against it. The)- believed that British- 
America wtis very well as it was. They 
could see no good in the proposed 
change. They predicted that all man- 
ner of evil to the people of all the colo- 
nics would flow from its establishment. 
They Could not see what possessed 
"John A." and the other leading Con- 
servatives to advocate this radical 
change in the political condition of 
the whole country. The Anti-confede- 
rate party was the real Tory party of 
the years immediately preceding '07, 
md Sir John A. Macdonald, the leader 
of the Conservative party, did not be- 
.ong to it. He Wiis on the other side. 
»:lc was for the nonce not a Liberal 
■uerely, but a Radical, and an extreme 
•lie at that. 

Then when "John A." agreed to build 
i railway across the continent to the 
I'acifie ocean, the Tories by nature were 
tip in arms. It was an "insane pro- 
ject." It could never be accomplished. 

Canada would be ruined in attempting 
to carry out the mad scheme. If the 
country could not repudiate his agree- 
ment with British Columbia a way 
must be found of evading some of its 
stipulations. The born Tories made u 
Ireadful row about the construction of 
the groat Canadian ruilway. The conn- 
cry then saw a very singular political 

• pectacle. The great parties changed 
places. The nominal Liberals became 
Conservatives and the Conservatives be- 
anie the party of change and progress. 

it was about this time that the title 
"Liberal-Conservative," which our con- 
temporary dislikes SO much, became 
popular in Canada, and its appropriate- 
ness to the party led by Sir John A. 
Macdonald was acknowledged by ail re- 
jecting men. Its policy was liberal, 
too liberal indeed, to suit the 
nnprogressive Grits, but it still 
remained the Conservative party 
of the Dominion of Canada. And 
since then those who have observed at 
dl closely the movements of parties in 
this Dominion saw that thu policy of the 
WO great parl ies in Canada has not at 
-.11 cot-responded w ith the titles they re- 
-pectively bear. The policy of the Con- 
■ fvativo party has not liven uni- 
formly conservative, neither has tin- 
policy of the Liberals been always 
liberal. 

Our philosophical contemporary, no

• It it all, except for convenience sake, 
very much in a name. 1 1 has seen To- 
ries pin-suing a liberal policy ami Liber- 
als acting in a way that might be 
justly characterized a; hysterically en- 
iurvutive. So that ii is not bo very an- 
omalous after all foi- t In- new association 
to call itself Liberal-Conservative, and 

lo expect that men who agree w ith its 
principles and approve of the acts 
ol the party which it supports, no 

matter what name they may have' gone 
by heretofore, can consistently join it, 
and work heartily to offect tho objects 
Ut which it aims. The men who art- 
loyal to u mere name may pride thorn- 
selves on I heir consistency, but they tlo 
i at the oxponsc of their reputation for 

minion .seii.se. Sensible n do not 

ake party a superstition. They give 
their support to ih,. men and thegovorn- 
inont whi'jli they are convinced will best 
ulministor the affairs of the province anil 
the Dominion. As we have seen, those 
who aro Conservative by name may be 
iructlco liberal and progressive, and 
those who pride themselves in being 
jailed Liberal may lie the very reverse 
of all that their name implies. The 
theories of the Opposition organ may 
amuse its rentiers, but when if comes to 
business British Columbians will take a 
prac tical view of their duties as electors, 
md support those who have shown that 
they know- how to make a country go 
ahead and how lo keep it prosperous,

' ' TllANQ UIL NEGOTIA TI0NS. " 

The Washington correspondent of tho 
New York Herald writes as if ho had 
received his information with respoet to 
tiie understanding that exists between 
Great Britain and the United Slates re- 
garding the Bohring's Sen difficulty from 
an authoritative source. From the tone 
of his letter lie would have the readers 
of that paper believe that he knows all 
about it. He says in effect that there 
is really no dispute between tho two 
nations with rogurd to tho jurisdiction 
over the waters of Bohring's Sea. They 
have, as it were, agreed to disagree about 
the matter. The United States claims 
sovereignty over the sea by virtue 
if its deed of purchase from Russia. 
England does not admit thu validity of 
the claim, but it is w illing topermit the 
United States unii r its "colorable" 
claim to exercise >r 'usive jurisdiction 
until such times a- u amicable settle- 
ment is arrived in But it does not 
seem in any violent l.urry to press for 
such a settlement, and in the meantime 
British Columbia scalers tire exposed to 
outrage antl loss. A knowledge of this 
fact tloes not appear to atl'ect the easy- 
going diplomats very seriously. What 
are the sufferings and anxieties of a few 
British Columbia sealers to them ? They 
appear bound to take their own time. 
The Herald correspondent speculates on 
the prospects of a settlement, and gives 
his opinion of the chances of the British 
( Columbian sealers and ship ownera be- 
ing indemnified for the losses they have 
sustained. He says; 

"The burden of pressing that conten- 
tion antl those claims properly falls 
upon the British Government, since our 
own Government is in possession of 
Behring's Sea with a good color of title 
and has nothing to tlo but to stand on 
its possession and colorable title till the 
ml verse party makes out its case. The 
relative positions of the respective parties 
at e fully understood and virtually ml - 
mittcd on the British side, and hence 
there is not the slightest heat nor fear 
of ill-feeling between the two govern- 
ments. 

"I am advised that the probable re- 
sult of an entirely tranquil negotiation 
will bo a reference of the question of 
dominion to flic arbitration of a friendly 
Power and an international convention 
for the protection of seal life in Bolll'illg 
Sea. I am also informed that the De- 
partment of State expects to lose its 
case upon an arbitration, but also looks 
for such a justification or exculpation of 
what has been done in good faith and 
upon a fair color of right that any mod- 
erate payment which may be made upon 
account of the intercepted Canadian 
sealers will take on the character of a 
compassionate allowance rather than au 
award of damages. The nature of my 
information and the source of it warrant 
the assertion that there is next to noth- 
ing, in an official and diplomatic sense, 
in the much-exploited Bohring Sea 
question," 

"Tranquil negotiation" is good, or 
rather, from a British Columbian 
point of view, is exasperating. There 
was a time when the negotiations re- 
specting an insult offered the British 
I lag anil outrages perpetrated on Brit- 
ish subjects could not be characterized 
by the party offering the insult and 
committing the outrages as "tranquil." 
Will that time ever return !

The result is that whenever a nice wtiiio 
girl goes into tho interior on tho plantations 
she Las to get married in self protection or 
ei-o she is so pestered with attentions as 
almost, lo drive her out of the country. 

remarkable ease of sudden and almost 
unpremeditated matrimony occurred ou a 
plantation near Wintou a few weeks ago. 
A planter had been to Rockhnmptoa, ami 
had here engaged a strapping good-looking 
girl to assist his wife in her household 
duties: After she had been in her new liomo 
several days she took her wash-tub out of 
ilo irs one morning to do tho family wash- 
ing. While hard at work, With soap-suds up 
to her olbows, along came a squatter who 
kept, u small herd of cattle in the neigh- 
borhood, lie didn't intend to lose tuis 
chance to make tho acquaintance of a 
Woman. So he sidled up to the wash-tub 
ami began to talk, and it wasn't long before 
she w.is giving him more than half her at- 
Usui ion. 

After awhile tho young man owned up 
that 11 was a ease of love at first sight as far 
as he was concerned and lie popped tho 
question without any ado. The girl said 
she was w iling if her mistress would ill- 
do r- e him us a worthy young man. That 
lady thought it would be a good match, and 
said so, and a quarter of an tiour Inter the 
brand-new lovers, in their work-day 
clot lies, were footing it three miles away 
lo the ho'.:-.o of a magistrate, where (lie 
knot was legally tied in short, order. The 
lir.de linislie'd her washing in the afternoon 
and that evening she transferred herself to 
I ho home of the squatter, which she now 
adorns, apparently as happy a woman as 
there is in Queensland. 

A great many people do not like this cli- 
mate; t.ir we i.re twenty degrees nearer tho 
equator than tho residents of Now York, 
but those who do not object to our super- 
abundant, sunshine, which makes most of 
our days pretty warm, I hough not unheii th- 
ful, are doing well; and any presenta da 
young woman who ventures into this colony 
It aid to have her name changed altuosL he- 
lore she knows it.

An officer of the British sloop-of- war 
Acorn, stated to a San Francisco paper 
that when the vessel lay at Sierra 
Leone, on the west coast of Africa, one 
of the men was over the side in a punt, 
cleaning ship. He fell into the water 
and never came to the surface. Two 
days afterward the crew of the Acorn 
captured a shark. On cutting the fish 
open, in its stomach was found intact 
one of the arms of the unfortunate soa- 
man who had been lost ovorboard from 
the punt.

A TRAGIC AFFAIR. 

Probable Suicide, of John Collins, u For- 
mer Resident of Victoria. 

The Vancouver World says: A strange 
and yet terrible tragedy took place 
without a doubt either on Sunday night 
or Monday morning, namely, the sui- 
cide of a man named John Collins, by 
throwing himsolf into Burrard Inlet. 
The facts would seem to be briefly as 
follows: John Collins, wdio was a man 
of eccentric habits and well known both 
in this city and Victoria, has for some 
time past been boarding with a Mrs. 
Grady, who resides at the corner of Sey- 
mour and Smithe streets. Collins was 
probably about 52 years of age, with 
reddish-gray whiskers and hair and ra- 
ther ruddy skin. Hu at one time was 
employed as clerk and messenger in the 
office of Messrs. Leask & Johnson, Cor- 
dova street. About eight or ten months 
ago Collins was discharged from that of- 
fice and went about the city for some 
time in search of work, which he event- 
ually obtained in Messrs. Tye & Co. 'a 
hardware establishment, Powell street. 
As far as it. is possible to find out, this 
did not hist long and Collins was kept 
rustling from one place to another 
doing odd jobs just as be could get 
them. He was known to be strictly 
honest and hard-working, but at times 
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this very strange clause : "I would have 
said something more to you on Saturday 
night, but you looked so flabbergasted 
at the puzzling word or two I did get 
out that 1 was afraid to say anything 
more for fear of having my plans spoilt 
just when they had come nearer to a 
finish than ever before." After refer- 
ring to the fact that an inquest is unne- 
cessary, he closes his letter by saying 
that ho does not think Mr. Harrison 
need try to find his body or bother his 
head about tho matter. The others are 
letters of good-bye much in thu same 
strain, Collins came to Vancouver from 
Victoria, and years ago occupied a posi- 
tion in Tim Colonist office as book- 
keeper und collector. He was a peace- 
able, harmless old man. No truce of 
the body has yet been found. 
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very peculiar and 
was often to he seen going al 
streets talking to himself, with a vacant, 
sad stare upon his countenance as if his 
thoughts were very far away. He had 
theories of bis own, was evidently well 
educated and was glad of an opportun- 
ity of imparting his views whenever he 
could get a hearer whom he thought 
would appreciate bis notions of things 
in general. 

From inqulricsinstituted Wednesday it 
seems that lis occupied the whole of last 
Sunday at Mr. Grady's bouse writing 
letters, bidding good-bye to several peo- 
ple. Wednesday inorningM is. ( irady, dis- 
turbed al his long absence, entered bis 
room, and on opening the upper drawer 
of the bureau discovered a package of 
letters, the top one being addressed to 
his landlady. Mrs. (irady, who received 
quite a shock, did not open the one ad- 
dressed to her, but at once sent for 
Sergt. McLaren, who performed the ser- 
vice for her. This pathetic document, 
pathetic in its very simplicity and hon- 
esty of heart, reads as follows ; 

VaNCOUVKK, U.C., Sept. 1st, 1889, 

To Mrs. Orady, Seymour Street: 

MADAMK,— I an sorry to say I bat I can 
sec no means of paying you I he t wo dollars 
due 1 st Frlday.und if 1 do not return you 
can feel pretty sine (bat I have gone as 
far as the outgoing tide will cui ry in y car- 
cass. If you should feci anxious about me 
and begin lo search around in town ful- 
some I race of me, and Ilnd this lotto', you 
can consider I hat you are at full liln.it y to 
take possession of ul! belonging to me on 
the premises, and do what you like wilh ii 
in satisfaction for the one or I wo weeks' 
rent which 1 shall most likely then owe 
you.
